opened early this month

of the volume here for disposal to- 
day ran as high as 600,000 pounds 
with every indication of the sale be- 
ing completed by 
5 
o'clock 
this 


evening though it was expected that 
the buyers would have to "double 
up" at Acrees. The great floor ex- 
panse of that warehouse which had 
a second sale was covered with the 
golden -weed almost front wall to-wall 
and at Piedmont only a narrow swath 
of flooring remained uncovered 


Tuesday is alwajs a big day on the 


Danville "market. 
It has been for 
years and the largest deliveries are 
usually made on that day. 
It was 


said this morning that with the next 
rainfall a tobacco glut maj be ex- 
pect°d and blocked sales may be ex- 
pected 
The tobacco gro\vers of this 


section have now harvested the fete 
tobacco which 
was housed 
before 


damaging frost and the growers gen- 
erally are now able to turn their at- 
tention to stripping and marketing. 
Since the market opened probably 35 
per cent of the leaf sold here has 
come from North Carolina where the 
growers were more advanced with

A short 
time ago 
Prof. 
Irving 


Fisher talked on eugenics to a group 
of about 
fifty very Influential men. 
#e told them of the National Eu- 
genics society and what It was aim- 
ing at. 
All man is divided into two 


parts. 
One part haa to do with eat- 


ing, living, working, making money, 
achieving fame, and all t,hat sort of 


" business. The other part has to do 
with perpetuating the species. 


Of these two parts, the second is 


the more important. 
The limb of a 


tree may have beautiful lines, pretty 
leaves, and attractive flowers, but. 
after all. it is only the limb of the 
tree. 
The thing that counts Is the 


trunk and the root. 
That part of 


msL-n which has to do with work and 
achievement, after all, is only 
the 


lirtib of the tree. 
The other part 


needs more bram, though, care, and 
attention than it has been getting. 
How does that hook up with flies? 


All summer the flies have been out 


in the open. It is getting cold now. 
and they must get under cover or 
there will be no flies n^xt .summer. 
The flies are coming into thp house. 
As the winter time 00*11163 on they are 
finding warm places In which to lay 
up for the winter. 
Many of th^rn 


are full of eggs-—all set to go as .soon 
as the weather is rixhfc-. 
They think 


something about food and water, but 
the great urge is to save their own 
lives that they may oerpetuate the 
species. 


As compared 
with 
the summer 


time numbers, there are but few of 
them. 
But those that are now living 


are wise with the wisdom of the ages. 
They are not easily caught or trapped 
—swatting them is not as easy'&s it 
•was last summer. Screens are not aa 
effective as they were. 
These wise 


old birds know how to find the hoies 
in the doors and windows, to crawl 
in, to keep flying to avoid notice, to 
feed warily, and to crawl quietly into 
warm places and attract no notice. 
They are 
spreading 
some 
disease. 


Whenever flies cornA into the house 
they do that. But the amount of dis- 
ease they are causing now is not 
great. 


The main reason for going after 


them is because they are the trunk 
and root of the tree. Therefore, swat 


the fly. Keep the trwatttr on hand 
and use it. 
Let killing the files be a 


'part of the day's cleaning. 
They 


make vacuum cleaners for cleaning 
curtains and draperies, 
in this ap- 


paratus the nozzle can be lifted read- 
ily. 
Use one of these to suck up the 


torpid flies next the celling, in the 
corners, in the closets, and around 
the drapes. 
If a vacuum cleaner is 


not available, go over these hiding 
places with a swatter.

BALLROCXMS today are as con-
